Kniaz Potemkine. It was stated at 
the foreign office that no official In- 
formation of the attitude of Roumania 
towards the mutineers had been re- 
ceived. 


A dispatch from Kustenji, Rouma- 


nia, says: 


Admiral Kruger has

of the Russian battleship 


Kniaz Potomkine, King Charles of 
Roumania having sent instructions to 
the 
commander of the Roumanian 


squadron that the vessel should be 
delivered to the Russian authorities. 
The torpedo boat which accompanied 
the Kniaz Potemkine, however, left 
for Odessa without surrendering, de- 
claring that she had not mutinied, but 
that the Kniaz Potemkine had forced 
her to follow. 


Despite the efforts

manians to get things in shipshape, 
everything aboard the battleship was 
still in a stato of wild disorder. The 
officers' j f ' ' -;

All of the 
sailors wished to surrender with the 
exception cf Matuschenko, leader of 
the mutiny, who resisted for some 
time and wanted to blow up the ship. 
Seven officers were held prisoners on 
board the Kniaz Potemkine. They 
were in a pitiable condition from ill 
treatment. 
They declare that Matu- 


schenko himself killed 10 officers of 
the battleship. 
All the papers and 


books belonging to the vessel were 
destroyed. 
It appears that -the de- 


cision to surrender the Kniaz Potem- 
kine was niacle wTilirit'~becanie evi- 
dent that no other vessels would Join 
in the mutiny. The crew of the bat- 
tlechip seemed to be unaware of the 
surrender of the Georgi Pobiedono- 
setz and expected that she was also 
coming to Kustenji to capitulate to 
Roumania. Twenty married sailors 
from tho Kniaz Potemkine have ap- 
plied to the Russian consul here to be 
sent back to Russia. The mutineers, 
it is said, will gradually be conveyed 
to any frontier they may select and 
then will be liberated. Admiral Kru- 
ger with the Kniaz Potemkine sailed 
later for Russia.

Members of the Early Settlers' asso- 


ciation of Missouri, who, with a party 


recently been attempting to locate the 
original route of the Santa Fe trail, 
which is to be marked, seem to have 
settled the location of the road as far 
as the old Harris house at 
Mo. 


•Among the older men of the party ou 


tbe trail the other day an odd hit of 
history came out, says the Kansas City 
Star. When Westport became a flour- 
ishing town it felt the need of a more 
convenient route to the river lauding, 
so a rock road was built reaching as 
far into Kansas City aa Twelfth street. 
In those days Kansas City had about 
the same relation to Westport that In- 
dependence now holds to Kansas City, 
except that the Westport merchants 
had to come to Kansas City to pet 
their freight. So the big town built the 
road, a sort of toll road, running most- 
ly ou the west side of the old Santa Fe 
trail. 


The trail was not at all easy foi 


speedy traveling, but S. C. Ragan took 
a swift trip over it once. He was driv- 
ing three yoke of oxen down the hill 
north from Twenty-eighth street when 
lightning struck a tree just behind the 
•wagon. The oxen ran all the way t-> 
Kansas City as fast as six frightened 
cattle could run. 


J. 8. Chick told of a little fast riding 


he did in his time on the trail beyond 
Westport. He fell in with four Mexi- 
cans who had mules to sell, or said they 
had. 
"They were drinking some of 


their Mexican drinks," he said, "and 
wanted me to drink with them. I ob- 
jected." 


"Not to a little whisky V" W. R. Ber- 


nard suggested. 


"I did not say I objected to a litt.'e 


whisky. I did object to taking thuir 
Mexican drink with them when I Wiis 
already suspicious of them, 


"The mules were supposed to be out 


on the trail a few miles in Kansas. 
We set out to find them. They wer-e 
not where the Mexicans first said tb*y 
were, but they said we would fiiid 
them a few miles farther away. Tl-cn 
they rode two in front of me and t.ivo 
behind. 
It 
was an 
uncomfortu Me 


place for me. They knew I had mor.ey 
to buy mules with. I thought I knew 
they were thieves and cutthroats, aud 
I soon lost interest in their mule story 
figuring on how to leave them behind. 
I finally got a chance and started iny 
horse on a run to a settlement near. I 
soon distanced the Mexicans, and I 
aever saw the mules. I don't know of 
»my one else that ever did." 


It is a curious fact that war has been 


to factor in the making of Kansas City. 
It was the war between Texas and 
Mexico that made the Santa Fe trail. 
Commerce with Mexico was carried 011 
by ships across the gulf of Mexico un- 
til that war. Then Texas put out some 
privateers that made tbe trade danger- 
ous, and it was started overland by ox 
teams. Goods were sent by way of 
Kansas City and Saute Fe into centr-U 
Mexico, keeping too far west and north 
for the Texans to do any damage. Aft- 
erward when the United States took up 
the war the trade continued to go over- 
land, and to this day goods are shipped 
to Mexico through Kansas City. 


Every one knows that the oivil war 


and the troubles that followed sent the 
Texas cattle trade Into Kansas City 
territory instead of east by water or 
across Louisiana, and every foreign 
war strengthens the Kansas City mule 
market as well as the flour and meat 
trade. J. S. Chick said that it was the 
war between Texas and Mexico that 
made the Santa Fe trail and laid the 
foundation for the city that has helped 
to outfit or provision every war that 
has been fought since in every part of 
tbe globe. 


"The party of city officials and mem- 


bers of the Early Settlers' association 
who attempted to locate the old Santa 
Fe trail the other day came pretty 
near the original route, as I remember 
it," said James Hunter. Mr. Hunter is 
a notary in Westport, where he has 
lived continuously for many years. 


"I came to what is now Westport 


with my father in 1834." said Mr. 
Hunter. "I was then eight years old, 
and we had removed from a farm near 
Independence, where we settled when 


ive came from Kentucky. I grew up 
and went to school in tbe first log 
schoolhouse near a spring about a 
quarter of a mile from what is now 
the WonuiH road. When John C. Mc- 
Coy laid out the town of Westport lie 
told my latlwr he would give him a lot 
at what is now the southwest corner of 
Sh:i\vii"<1 street and Westport avenue 
if In- would start n store there. My fa- 
Ilier built the store on the ground, and 
we ran it together until 1850. 


"From 1850 until the time of the war 


f>i:0 wagons :i day went over this trail 
from .May until June. Going out of 
\\Vstport the first camp on the trai) 
w.is ju^t beyond the old Woruall home- 
stead, near Indian creek. The exact 
route of the trail may be a matter for 
Iicrs'.nuil recollection, but \ve can never 
ilifier as to the location of the waiermt;

So keen is the competition between 
steamer lines and railroads" that the 
rates are quoted for immediate accept- 
ance and die witb the day." 


Japanese Poat Cards In Battle. 


A collector of post cards in St. Pe- 


tersburg states, according to the Phil- 
adelphia Public Ledger, that all tbe 
soldiers in the Japanese army are sup- 
plied with very peculiar post cards. 
These cards are surrounded with an 
artistic mourning border, printed on a 
piece of white silk, and are worn by the 
Japanese soldiers on their chests. Be- 
fore going to the war they write on the 
post card the name and address of the 
person to whom they wish the infor- 
mation of their death to be sent. In 
case of death on the field of battle the 
post cards are stamped with the seal 
of the regiment, certifying the death of 
the bearer, and are sent to Japan.

Plan to Make Denver Best Illumi- 


nated of All Cttlea. 


A movement is on foot to make 


Denver the best lighted city in the 
world, says the Chicago American. 
Already counted the cleanest, its pow- 
er to attract the tourist is to be in- 
creased by a lighting system that will 
make its streets at -night resemble the 
courts of a world's fair and make it 
famous as '"the City of Lights." 


It is, in fact, from the wonderfully 


beautiful effects secured at the Chi- 
cago, Buffalo and St. Louis expositions 
that the idea of lighting the streets of 
the city has been derived, and the man 
who planned these effects has been 
brought to Denver to -.ndertake to do 
for a city's lighting that which he ac- 
complished for the fair grounds. 


The first step toward the big plan 


for Denver will be the erection of thir- 
ty-three steel arches to span Sixteenth 
street, tbe principal thoroughfare of 
the city, each arch to carry 220 Incan- 
descent electric 
light 
bulbs. 
The 


arches will reach from curb Hue to 
curb line and from them will also be 
suspended tbe trolley wires of the 
tramway line, and so all other poles 
along the street will be removed and 
full sweep given the eye in the view 
of the glowing arches of light. 
The 


arches are in themselves ornamental 
and in replacing ordinary poles will 
even in the daylight add to the beauty 
of the street. It will all be in a meas- 
ure theatrical or circusy, but is con- 
sidered desirable in a city so much 
sought by the tourist and sightseer aa 
is Denver. 
At the same time the 


service result is expected to be much 
better than is secured from the arc 
lights on which the public lighting of 
the city at present depends.

of a CleariiiK House For 
Freight Car Enninnieut In Order. 
To Beautify Rlsbt of Way lllinoin 
Central Will Rent Land to Farmer* 
For 
Halving 
«ira»» — Erie'* Steel 


Poatal Car. 


A new and important department 


will be added to Uie >e\v lorK ceiiuai 
lines on July 1, when Eugene Chaui- 
beilain will open up the clearing house 
under which all freight car repairs ou 
the system will be pooled, says the Chi- 
cago Tribune. His headquarters will 
be in New York. 


Preparations for the starting of this 


department have been under way for 
two years, and it is another step for- 
ward in the policy of President New- 
man to unify all Hues iu tbe-system. 
It is expected to mean greater economy 
and efficiency in keeping the freight 
car equipment in first class condition 
and will facilitate the promptness with 
which repairs can be made. 


One of the cbanges will be that all 


the snops will have uniform supplies, 
and when a car is damaged it can be 
repaired at the nearest plant without 
regard to the road by which it is 
owned. The economies of this scheme 
are manifest on account of the elimina- 
tion of delays and the consequent in- 
crease in the earning capacity of the 
equipment. 


The plans of the New York Central 


were perfected after carefully study- 
ing a similar pooling system of repairs 
which has been in operation by the 
Pennsylvania lines for several years. 
Mr. Chamberlain believes, however, 
that he will be able to eliminate some 
objectionable features which he found 
in the Pennsylvania shops and to effect 
even greater economies than the Penn- 
sylvania has been able to accomplish. 


In his capacity as chairman of the 


clearing house Mr. Chamberlain's 'ju- 
risdiction will extend over all the Hues 
and will permit him to make any 
changes which he may deem necessary 
for the improvement of any of the 
shops. 


The Illinois Central has adopted a 


unique method of improving the ap- 
pearance of its right of way, says a 
Bloomington (111.) dispatch to the St. 
Louis Republic. The officials have de- 
cided to rent the "way lanci," as it is 
called, to farmers and others along ths 
road, but will restrict them to the rais- 
ing of grass. 


The right of way not occupied by 


tracks or buildings will be rented for a 
dollar per mile, with the understanding 
that the lessee will keep off all weeds 
and mow the grass when it matures for 
hay. He is entitled to the hay as his 
recompense for the plowing, planting 
and cutting. The Central was fortunate 
in securing a right of way averaging 
200 feet for the entire distance down 
the state of Illinois from Galena to 
Cairo. The road stretches through the 
richest farming land in tbe world,-and. 
the right of way is wide enough at sta- 
tions to allow for ample yard room 
and necessary buildings. 


There is ample room for a four track 


road, with space left after these are 
provided for. But such a magnificent 
right of way has its drawbacks. 
It 


manifests an annual inclination to 
grow up in weeds. These offend the eye 
of the railway magnate and perhaps 
the aesthetic passenger. Many thou- 
sands of dollars have been spent each 
year in cutting the weeds and burning 
the stubble, thus keeping up a sem- 
blance of decency and also preventing 
disastrous fires, which sometimes burn 
fences and telegraph poles, not to 
speak of adjoining property. 


The leasing scheme conies as a happy 


thought to save the expense of caring 
for the right of way. The lessee will 
plant the land in grass and blot out 
the weeds. There will be profit to the 
men who lease the "way land," nnd 
there will be thousands of dollars of 
revenue for the road, while the bill for 
tbe care of the right of way will be re- 
duced by an immense figure.

The ablest monarch in Europe—na 


King Oscar II. of Sweden was once 
called by Theodore Roosevelt—today 
shaves with the czar the limelight of 
the stage of royalty. For King Oscar 
Las just lost hall' ot" his kingdom. Hav- 
ing ruled the Swedes and Norwegians 
for thirty-three years, he now is mon- 
arch of the Swedes only. Norway a 
few days ago seceded, set up its own 
government and may form a repub- 
lic. It is as if all <.-uv own great west 
suddenly withdrew from the union, 'de- 
claring Roosevelt no longer president 
' of the country beyond the Mississippi. 
In such circumstance tiie east and the 
west would go to war. Not so Sweden 
and Norway. King Oscar, seventy-six 
years old, loves peace. Yet the one 
luaii who directly cajised the rupture, 
by vetoing a bill creating a consular 
service-for Norway separate from that 
of Sweden, was King Oscar himself. 
A Ruler Who Loathes the Verb "To Fail" 


For years this ruler lias striven to 


keep Norway and Sweden as one. He 
lias failed at last. Yet ouce he said: 
"I loathe the verb 'to fail,'"" and add- 
ed: "I knew a man who was compil- 
ing a dictionary. 'Remember,' I said 
to him, 'there is no such word, as fail.' 
I .thought no. more of the "matter until 
I received a copy of the man's diction- 
ary. 
On the title page the true title 


•was scratched out, and in its place 
was written: 'The Dictionary of the 
Missing Word.' I turned to the letter 
F, aud, surely enough, there was no 
such word as fail."' 


This monarch has lived the busiest of 


lives, assigning himself a task for 
every minute of the day. In his library 
where he works hangs a large piece of 
canvas on which is painted, in Swed- 
ish, these lines: 
I shall pass through this world but once. 
Any good thing that in passing I can do, 
Or any kindness that I can show to any 


human being, 


Let me do It now; 
Let me not defer It 
Nor neglect it. 
For I shall not pass this way again. 


Thus King Oscar summarizes his life 


philosophy so far as it concerns hi3 
relations toward his fellow creatures. 


While addressing the students at a 


Swedish university he said: ''Keruem- 
ber time; it is your best friend. Al- 
ways carry a watch and live by it." 
In his youth he was allowed to become 
intimate with a boy of humble birth. 
They became chums. 
One day when 


playing with his little friend the prince 
asked the lad what time it was. 
''i 


have no idea," said the lad. "But you 
ought to have an idea,'' retorted the 
prince. ''AVhy have'you none?"' "Be- 
cause I have no watch," replied the 
boy. The next day the lad received a 
splendid gold watch, with a note from 
young Oscar, scribbled in his boyish 
hand, saying, ''This will give you some 
idea about time." 
; Likes to Be Tallest of His Court 


With this king who has lost one of 


his two thrones I talked for an hour 
not many mouths ago. The interview 
was arranged by the American minis- 
ter at Stockholm, Mr. Thomas. In full 
evening dress, though the time was 
liigh noon, I proceed^ to the palace, 
where the lord chamberlain ushered me 
into the king's private library, wherein 
hung the lines already quoted. The 
place was overheated, oppressively 
close, like all living rooms in.Sweden, 
where windows are made not to open. 
By a mastodonic stove of porcelain 
stood the tallest of the world's rulers. 
With all his accomplishments as ora- 
tor, author, musician, linguist aud sci- 
entist, the king's only noticeable vanity 
Is said to lie in his six feet two and 
one-half inches. On ceremonious occa- 
sions, when his cocked hat is orna- 
mented with three gigantic ostrich 
plumes, h» looks a veritable giant. He 
likes to be the tallest of his court. 
Ouce he appointed to office under tb« 


crown a Norwegian whom ho ?;:i;l 
never seen. When bis majesty arrived 
in Christhmla, he was greeted by one 
of the few men he had ever promoted, 
whose height compelled him to look up. 
That tall functionary was forthwith 
given another ami higher ofiice far 
from Christiauia. 


After the formal bows in receiving 


me his majesty shook my hand w.tli a 
vici-like grasp; then wo sat down on 
lipposite sides of a broad tablp-ilesk. on 
Which were many perio.lk-als anil a tel- 
ephone. Age had only added grace to 
liis erect figure. 
His hair, like his 


beard, was gray aud was parted on 
the extreme left side. He had a lofty 
brow and serious eyes, ears of refine- 
ment close to his head, the prominent 
nose of the generous, the mouth of the

the pianist and a mighty breadth of 
shoulder. 
He was dressed like any 


well bred gentleman, displaying no or- 
nament, not even the button of an or- 
der, to indicate his exalted rank.

wore a gray tweed suit, with cutaway 
coat, standing collar, four-in-hand tie 
and patent leather shoes. His only ar- 
ticles of adornment were a small pearl 
scarfpin, a plain seal ring and an or- 
dinary watch chain. He speaks nine 
languages, including the perfect Eng- 
lish, iu which he now began telling me 
of his greatest hobby. 


That hobby is geographical explora- 


tion. 
His active participation iu ex- 


plorations, however, is perforce con- 
lined to supplying money for expedi- 
tions conducted by others. He showed 
me a tiny model of a balloon carrying 
a car made of gold and precious stones. 
"This was intended," he said, "as a 
gift to Andree when he came back 
from his balloon trip toward the north 
pole. 
I have sent many men north- 


ward to loak for him. but. as'you see. 
the little toy still remains unclaimed. 
And here." he added, "is a present 
from Dr. Nanseu. a diary of his arctic 
journey in his own hand." It should 
be said parenthetically that Dr. Nan- 


§')'• has always been interested iii re- 
f',Tm 'tress for -voiiK-n. At the palace 
she has a rooiv fitted up specially Tor 
the display of rational costumes de- 
signed by h«-r. 
One day while driv- 


ing in S'tuekhohn she came to a crowd. 
A young girl had fainted. The queen 
ordered her footman to see that the 
girl was carried to the nearest apothe- 
cary's shop, and to the shop went also 
the iitieen, whore she helped restore the 
girl to consciousness.

The queen relieved the girl's 
immediate wants and appointed a day 
for her to come to the palace.

king's table was Roosevelt's "History 
of New York." After speaking of the 
pleasure lie had derived fr >ia reading 
the bonk the king said, "When Presi- 
dent Roosevelt retires to private life he 
should make a tour of the world, as 
did Genera! ('rant, for he is a man 
whom we over here wish to see." Con- 
cerning the

Norwegians in -the I'nited States, the 
king said, "Every year on my birthday 
I leceive the most pleasing greetings 
and the most surprising gifts from my 
countrymen iu America." 
After ex- 


pressing his astonishment at the con- 
tinued opportunities which the United 
States offers the puor of the world, as 
shown in the large am-jtuits of money 
which the Swedes and Norwegians in 
America are constantly sending to 
their poor parents in the home country

English born, \\Vaver started at the

respectable but anonymous nobody, 
when the ring took him up.
